The general level of wholesale prices, as measured 
by the Board of Trade showed no appreciable change 
in July, as against a normal seasonal decline, the index 
number for all articles (98-1) being the same as in 
June. Prices of industrial materials and manufactures 
rose by 04 per cent., but food prices declined by 0°8 
per cent., this being considerably less than the usual 
all between June and July. The index for industrial 
materials and manufactures has shown small rises in 
each of the last six months, the aggregate increase 
juring that period being rather more than 2 per cent. 
Compared with a year earlier the general index for July 
was 24 per cent. lower; food prices declined by about 
6} per cent., but industrial materials and manufactures 
by only 0-2 per cent. 


The regrouping of the industrial materials and manu- 
factures (except fuel) according to the stage of com- 
pletion which the products have reached into basic 
materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
articles showed, in comparison with the preceding 
month, increases of 1:2, 0°3 and 0-1 per cent., respec- 
tively. Compared with a year earlier there was an 
increase of about 54 per cent. for basic materials, but 
declines of about 2 and 2% per cent., respectively, for 
the other two groups. Prices of building materials 
showed fractional declines as compared with a month 
and a year earlier. 


Food prices declined in each week of the month, 
substantial falls occurring in each of the last three 
weeks, while the week-to-week changes in the prices of 
industrial materials and manufactures were un- 
important.

Food and Tobacco.—The index number for cereals 
in July (83:0) was 4} per cent. below that for June 
and about 24 per cent. lower than in July 1938. Average 
prices of each of the commodities included in the group 
except English and Californian malting barley and 
oatmeal were lower than in June, the largest 
decreases being for Australian wheat (94 per 
cent.), La Plata maize (9 per cent.), Manitoba 
wheat (74 per cent.), Californian feeding barley (7 per 
cent.) and straight-run flour (6-6 per cent.). Im- 
ported beef was considerably dearer, Argentine chilled 
fores increasing in price by 15 per cent. and hinds by 
5% per cent., and Australian frozen hinds and crops 
by 5 per cent. English and Scotch mutton again 
cheapened, prices being lower by 11 and 10} per cent., 
respectively. All bacon prices were higher, increases 
ranging from about 7 to 9 per cent. Hams were 
slightly dearer and pork about 24 per cent. 
cheaper. There was a seasonal increase for eggs, 
English being 14 per cent. dearer and Danish 94 per 
cent., while poultry was about 14 per cent. cheaper. 
Wet fish (cod, haddock and plaice) were 3 per cent. 
cheaper, while the price of herrings was lower by about 
20 per cent. On the average, prices of meat, fish and 
eggs rose by 1°3 per cent. The other food group showed 
only a small increase (0°2 per cent.), but there were 
some considerable price changes, mostly seasonal, 
within the group. The seasonal change in the contract 
price of milk represented an increase of about 18} per 
cent.; the increase in the price of onions was larger 
than usual, while the decreases falling within this 
category were in respect of tomatoes and potatoes. 
Butter prices were generally firmer, New Zealand 
advancing by 5 per cent.; New Zealand cheese was 
dearer by 64 per cent. Sugar was slightly dearer, but 
Kenya coffee, tea and cocoa were cheaper by about 4, 
3 and 2 per cent., respectively. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The only 
change in the coal group was a reduction cf 3d. per ton 
(14 per cent.) in the price of Durham gas coal near the 
end of the month. The decline of 0-4 per cent. shown 
for the iron and steel group was mainly due to the 
reduction of 5s. per ton (4 per cent.) for hematite pig 
iron, though as a result of changes occurring in June 
Scottish foundry pig iron and R.S. joists were also 24 
per cent. cheaper on the monthly average. Non- 
ferrous metals were generally dearer, the increases for 
copper, zinc, lead and tin being about 3, 14, 1 and 1 
per cent., respectively. After the general rise in June 
there was some reaction last month in cotton prices. 
American and Egyptian raw cotton were cheaper by 
about 4 and 23 per cent., respectively, while most yarn 
prices were lower by 1-2 per cent. Average prices 
of drills, plains and jaconets were rather higher as a 
result of price increases in June. The index for the 
wool group (1022) was nearly 3 per cent. above that 
for June, and was the highest since March 1938; every 
item included within the group, except noils, showed a 
price increase, rises ranging up to 6 per cent. Among 
other textiles there was an increase of 4 per cent. for 
raw silk, but falls of 6 and 4 per cent., respectively, 
for jute and hemp. The only important change in the 
chemicals and oils group was a further reduction at the 
beginning of the month of 10s. per ton (8 per cent.) in 
the price of palm kernel oil, following a decrease of £1 
per ton (54 per cent.) in the second half of June. The 
miscellaneous group showed an increase of 1:3 per 
cent., the commodities mainly responsible for this 
advance being certain paper-making materials (home 
rags an increase of 104 per cent., mechanical wood 
pulp 44 per cent., and chemical wood pulp, sulphite 
bleached, 24 per cent.), hides (ox and heifer, 4 per 
cent., cowhides 6 per cent.) and calfskins (44 per cent.). 
Rubber prices were rather firmer and there were in- 
creases for certain descriptions of building timber.

SIAM 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


At the end of 1957 Siam negotiated fresh treaties 
with all the foreign countries with whom she was 
already in treaty relationship and thereby, writes H.M. 
Consul-General at Bangkok,* achieved complete fiscal 
and judicial autonomy. From the commercial point 
of view the new treaties merely served to affirm what 
was already rapidly becoming a well-accepted fact, that 
trading relationships with the outside world must be 
on a basis of complete equality. 


The Government have enunciated an active economic 
policy of four main points, consisting of (a) the foster- 
ing of the rice and other existing industries for the 
greater benefit of the Siamese producers, (b) the pro- 
motion of land, water and air transport and communi- 
cations, (c) the provision of vocational training and (d) 
the inculcation of the habit of saving. For the present, 
indigenous industrial undertakings, independent of 
foreign capital, can only be established on an experi- 
mental scale. A widespread plan of road-making and 
the development of Bangkok harbour facilities are the 
most recent economic projects mnenving capital ex- 
penditure. The road-making plans are of the first 
importance and, especially in South Siam, will greatly 
facilitate the exploitation of the national wealth of the 
country. 


Fiscal autonomy has, reasonably enough, brought 
about a revision of the Customs tariff. New duties are 
for the most part higher, but the general adoption of 
the specific duty instead of the ad valorem duty is 
rather to be weleomed by the United Kingdom manu- 
facturer, who is faced by the competition of the cheap 
products of his trade rivals, 


The disturbed state of the China market has drawn 
attention to the great imports ance to Siam of Malaya 
as the chief sacntne for her rice and other foodstuffs, 
and the decline in rice exports resulting from the 
poverty of the 1936 crop has served to emphasise the

crowing importance to the country of the tin-mining 
and rubber-growing industries in South Siam. 


The outlook for the United Kingdom trader in Siam 
is not unhopeful. He has as good a chance as anyone 
and a better one than many, in view of the weakening, 
however temporary, of Japanese competition, so long 
as he remains content to work hard for small profits, 
while Siamese policy will doubtless continue to be to 
encourage the best products of foreign industry to find 
their way to the country in open competition.

conditions during the past year have been 
less normal and prices generally have re- 
mained steady. The import market has remained free 
from any serious failures, notwithstanding the anxiety 
caused by the extension of Japanese military operations 
to South China (including Canton and Swatow), in 
which dealers in this market have always been largely 
interested. On the other hand, this new phase in “the 
Sino-Japanese conflict has perhaps been responsible for 
the retention in Siam of capital which would otherwise 
have left the country and thus, indirectly, for easier 
money conditions. 


The boycott of Japanese goods instituted by Chinese 
dealers has continued throughout the year, and many 
Japanese lines have disappe ared from the market. 
Piece-goods imports have, however, continued at their 
former levei, owing to the intervention of Indian 
dealers, who have not participated in the boycott. 


A noteworthy feature of recent years has been the 
increasing importance of the place taken by rubber 
exports. Rice, however, still remains the corner-stone 
of Siam's economy. Other forms of agricultural and 
farm produce also contribute to the national income, 
and fluctu: itions in demand may seriously affect the 
farmers’ purchasing capacity. Cattle disease has been 
re ensiele in latter years for the restriction of exports 
of livestock to British Malaya and probably for a cor- 
responding increase in exports of buffalo and cow hides. 
The quantity and value of exports of ducks’ eggs have 
doubled during the past five years. 
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Tur New Customs TARIFF 


On 17 February 1939 the promulgation of the Cus- 
toms Tariff Act (No, 3) B.E. 2481 brought into force a 
new 'ariff schedule, see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 16 March (pages 424-432), which completes, as far 
as is deemed expedient, the transformation of the 
fariff into one which is predominantly specific. In the 
great majority of items the revised schedule imposes an 
increased import duty, but there has also been an 
extension of the free list and in some cases a reduction 
of duty. ‘The necessity for increased duties is doubt- 
less to be found in the heavier expenditure on Siam’s 
defences and in her determination to abolish the capita- 
tion and other taxes. 

The general effect of the new duties is likely to be a 
tise in the cost of living. Foodstuffs, wines, iron and 
hardware, cotton textiles, and the private motor car 
now pay higher duties. On the other hand, agriculture 
js subsidised by the free entry of agricultural instru- 
ments and machinery, fertilisers, and livestock for 
breeding purposes, and local industries are assisted by 
the reduction of duty on factory machinery. Surgical 
and scientific instruments and disinfectants are among 
the articles exempted. Again, a heavier duty is levied 
m finished articles in distinction from raw materials, 
but the progressive substitution of ad valorem by 
specific duties is generally welcomed by traders as a

means of putting a stop to evasions of duty through 
false declarations and falsified invoices. 


TRADE WITH THE BritisH EMPIRE 


As explained in previous Reports, exact analyses of 
trade between the British Empire and Siam are compli- 
cated by the circumstance that so much of the latter’s 
exports passes through the entrepot ports of Singapore 
and Hong Kong. The Siamese Customs in their annual 
report publish an analysis of the total value of imports 
from Hong Kong and Singapore according to countries 
of origin. No such statement, however, is published in 
respect of exports; some method must therefore be 
devised of distributing the values according to ultimate 
destinations. 

After the deduction of various items specified in 
H.M. Consul-General’s Report from the gross exports, 
the net value of Siam’s exports to the British Empire 
during B.E. 2480 (1937-88) is shown to be 70,266,138 
ticals. During the same period imports from Japan 
(including imports through Hong Kong and Singapore) 
were 24,054,846 tes. and exports to that country 
5,906,924 tes. Siam’s imports from all countries were 
111,824,481 tes. and her total exports 169,492,804 tes. 
The percentage of Siam’s imports from the British 
Empire was 34:7 of total imports, while 39 per cent. of 
her exports went to British Empire destinations,

ELECTRIC INCANDESCENT LAMPS FOR 
AIRCRAFT (OTHER THAN LANDING LAMPS) 
AND ELECTRIC INCANDESCENT LAMPS 


FOR AIRCRAFT (LANDING LAMPS) 
Two British Standard Specifications for electric 
incandescent lamps for aircraft have recently been 


published by the British Standards Institution. B.S. 
Specification 3 E.12 is a revision of B.S. Specification

HEXAGONAL-HEADED BOLTS (LOW TENSILE 
STEEL) AND HEXAGONAL STEEL NUTS 

A revised B.S. Specification for low tensile steel 
bolts (5 A.1), superseding B.S. Specification 4 <A.1, 
and a new Specification for hexagonal steel nuts (A.16) 
for aircraft purposes have just been issued by the 

sritish Standards Institution. 

Since experiment has confirmed that it is permissible to 
use nuts of 8.1 steel with high tensile steel bolts (A.15) the 
hexagonal] steel nuts, hitherto included in B.S. Specification 
4 A.1 for Aircraft Bolts and Nuts (Low Tensile), have been 
re-issued as a separate specification (A.16) so as to be avail- 
able for use with bolts of either type. 

In the revised specification 5 A.1 the material is limited 
to S.1 steel; the s5 in. and 8 in, diameter bolts have been 
eliminated; a chamfer of 15°, or alternatively a washer 
face, is required on the underside of the heads and the 
screw threads may be either cut or rolled subject to their 
passing approved gauges. 

In the new specification A.16 no alterations have been 
made to the dimensions of the nuts (ordinary, thin, slotted 
and castle types), but S.80 steel is specified in place of 8.61 
steel when stainless properties are required.

RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 


JANUARY—APRIL 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of March and 
the two four-weekly periods ended 25 March and 22 April 
1939 show that the total number of passenger journeys 
(excluding season ticket holders) taken on all standard- 
gauge railways in Great Britain in the month of March 

1939 was 98,336,233, a decrease of 2,2: 32,966, or 2-2 per cent., 
compared with March 1938. ‘The journeys taken by pas- 
sengers at reduced fares decreased by 1,883,558 and those at 
standard or ordinary fares by 349,408. The receipts from 
passengers (excluding season ticket holders) showed a de- 
crease of £14,704, or 0-4 per cent. If the railway under- 
takings of the London Passenger Transport Board be 
omitted, the figures show a decrease in journeys of 2,009,708, 
or 3:1 per cent., and a decline in receipts of £11,675, or 
0-4 per cent. For all railways the receipts from passenger 
train traffic (including season tickets and parcels and mis- 
cellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) 
were £73,701 less than in March 1938. For the four weeks 
ended 22 April 1939 the coaching train-miles showed an 
increase of 242,286 as compared with the four weeks ended

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JUNE 


The trade returns of British India for June, as compared 
with the preceding month, showed increases in the values 
of imports and exports with a decrease in re-exports, states 
a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner at 
Caleutta from the Director-General of Commercial Intelli- 
gence and Statistics, Calcutta. The value of imports of 
private merchandise rose by Rs. 27 lakhs to Rs. 14,90 lakhs, 
of which imports from Burma accounted for Rs. 3,10 lakhs, 
as compared with Rs. 3,07 lakhs in May 1939. Exports of 
Indian produce and manufactures improved by Rs. 32 lakhs 
from Rs. 14,46 lakhs in May 1939 to Rs. 14,78 lakhs in the 
month under report. Re-exports declined by Rs. 24 lakhs 
and amounted to Rs. 64 lakhs. The comparison of the trade 
figures in June and the three months April-June 1939, with 
those of the preceding month and the corresponding periods 
of the preceding year, is set forth as follows. 
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Treasure on private account, including currency notes, 
showed a net export of Rs. 16 lakhs in June 1939, as against 
Rs. 66 lakhs in the preceding month and Rs. 51 lakhs in 
June 1938. The transactions in gold and silver on private 
account during the three months April-June 1939 compare 
as follows with the corresponding period of the preceding

In June and in the three months April-June 1939 gold 
valued at Rs. 1,63 lakhs and Rs. 3,62 lakhs, respectively, 
was acquired by purchasers abroad and earmarked on their 
account instead of being exported. 

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade in June 1939 was Rs. 93 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 1,44 lakhs 
in May 1939 and Rs. 1,26 lakhs in June 1938. For the three 
months ended June 1939 the visible balance of trade in mer- 
chandise and treasure was Rs. 3,01 lakhs in favour of India 
as compared with Rs. 1,89 lakhs in the corresponding period 
of the preceding year.

Imports of rice in the husk rose from 7,900 tons to 
46,600 tons in quantity and from Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 27 
lakhs in value. Rice not in the husk also recorded an 
ierease from 116,100 tons to 248,000 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 99 lakhs to Rs. 2,08 lakhs in value, Burma having 
contributed almost the whole amount. Imports of wheat 
amounted to 8,400 tons, valued at Rs. 5 lakhs, there being 
Practically no imports in June 1938.

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured rose by Rs. 1,12 
lakhs to Rs. 7,91 lakhs in June 1939 as compared with June 
1938. The aggregate value of imports of cotton manufac- 
tures (including yarn) increased from Rs. 96 lakhs in June 
1938 to Rs. 1,03 lakhs in June 1939; imports of coloured 
piece-goods increased from 10-0 million yards to 15:8 million 
yards in quantity and from Rs. 22 lakhs to Rs, 29 lakhs 
in value, while those of grey piece-goods decreased from 
15:4 million yards, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs, to 11-2 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 12 lakhs; white goods fell from 13:8 
million yards to 13-4 million yards, but the value remained 
stationary at Rs. 25} lakhs; imports of cotton twist and 
yarn increased from 2-1 million lbs, to 3:2 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 26 lakhs in value. 
Rayon yarn rose from 0°6 million Ibs. to 2:6 million lbs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 4 Jakhs to Rs. 15 lakhs in value. 
Imports of motor cars, and motor lorries, buses and vans, 
numbered 690 and 726, valued at Rs. 13 lakhs and Rs. 12 
lakhs, in June 1939, as compared with 619 and 316, valued 
at Rs. 12 lakhs and Rs. 6 lakhs, respectively, in June 1938. 
There were also increases under coal-tar dyes (+ Rs. 17 
lakhs), chemicals (+ Rs. 12 lakhs), prime movers other than 
electrical (+ Rs. 21 lakhs), drugs and medicines and paper 
(+ Rs. 6 lakhs each), and rayon piece-goods (+ Rs. 9 
lakhs). Imports of textile machinery and carriages and 
wagons and parts (for railways), on the other hand, de- 
creased by Rs. 18 lakhs and Rs. 5 lakhs, respectively. 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with June 1938 exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in June 1939 declined by Rs. 73 lakhs to Rs. 2,70 
lakhs. There was a considerable decrease in exports of 
wheat, which amounted to 300 tons, valued at Rs. 4 lakh, 
as against 80,400 tons, valued at Rs. 73 lakhs, a year ago. 
Shipments of rice, not in the husk, increased from 18,000 
tons to 29,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 21 lakhs to 
Rs. 33 lakhs in value in June 1939. Exports of tea declined 
slightly in quantity to 19-8 million lbs., although the value 
improved by Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 1,44 lakhs in June 1939. 
There was a decrease of 4 million lbs. in quantity and of 
Rs. 16 lakhs in value in exports of unmanufactured tobacco, 
which amounted to 7:2 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 24 lakhs in 
June 1939. 
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2aw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured increased by Rs. 2,00 lakhs to Rs. 6,97 lakhs in 
June 1939. Shipments of raw cotton improved considerably 
and amounted to 50,000 tons, valued at Rs. 2,55 lakhs in 
June 1939, as against 35,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,71 
lakhs in June 1938. Of the total exports Japan took 20,000 
tons, or 39 per cent., and China 15,000 tons, or 30 per cent. ; 
the remainder went chiefly to the United Kingdom (11 p™ 
cent.) and France (3 per cent.). Dispatches of raw jute 
declined from 35,000 tons to 34,000 tons in quantity, but 
higher prices accounted for an increase in value from Rs. 61 
lakhs to Rs. 92 lakhs. Exports of raw wool amounted to 
4-7 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 25 lakhs, as against 3-1 million 
Ibs., valued at Rs. 17 lakhs, in June 1938. Raw hides and 
skins recorded a fall of 300 tons in quantity with an increase 
of Rs. 8 lakhs in value, and amounted to 2,700 tons, 
valued at Rs. 31 lakhs, in June 1939. Shipments of seeds 
showed an improvement of 37,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 47 lakhs in value. Groundnuts rose from 59,000 tons to 
95,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 70 lakhs to Rs. 1,18 
lakhs in value. Linseed increased from 29,000 tons to 
33,000 tons in quantity and from Rs, 41 lakhs to Rs. 44 
lakhs in value in the month under report. Exports of mica 
rose from 11,000 ewts. to 32,000 cwts. in quantity and from 
Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 12 lakhs in value. Exports of manganese 
ore inereased from 41,000 tons to 61,000 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 15 lakhs in value in June 1939. 
Dispatches of lac increased from 34,000 ewts. to 82,000 ewts. 
in quantity and from Rs. 6 lakhs to Rs, 15 lakhs in value. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured rose by Rs. 1,15 
lakhs and were valued at Rs. 4,93 lakhs. Exports of cotton 
manufactures, including twist and yarn, were valued at 
Rs. 65 lakhs in June 1939, as against Rs. 63 lakhs in June 
1938. Shipments of cotton yarn rose from 2-8 million Ibs 
to 3:5 million Ibs. in quantity, but with a small decline in 
value which amounted to Rs. 15 lakhs. Dispatches of cotton 
piece-goods (mostly coloured) increased from 15-8 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 44 lakhs in June 1938, to 17-3 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 45 lakhs, in June 1939. The number of 
gunny bags exported rose from 43-8 million to 99-6 million, 
the corresponding increase in value being from Rs. 93 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,55 lakhs. Exports of gunny cloth fell from 132 
million yards to 110 million yards in quantity, but the 
value rose from Rs. 1,09 lakhs to Rs. 1,18 lakhs in the month 
under report. Shipments of tanned hides and skins amounted 
to 2,600 tons, valued at Rs. 45 lakhs, showing an increase 
of 1,200 tons in quantity and of Rs. 10 lakhs in value. 
Exports of pig iron rose from 31,800 tons to 48,000 tons 
in quantity and from Rs. 16 lakhs to Rs. 24 lakhs in value. 
Exports of coir yarn recorded an improvement of 47,000 
ewts. in quantity and of Rs. 4 lakhs in value, and amounted 
to 99,000 ewts., valued at Rs. 10 lakhs, in June 1939. 


TRADE witH ForeIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
30 per cent. in June 1938 to 25 per cent. in June 1939, and 
in exports from 38 per cent. to 31 per cent. The shares of 
Germany, Japan and the United States in the month under 
report were 9, 9 and 5 per cent., respectively, under im- 
ports and 3, 7 and 10 per cent., respectively, under exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during June 1939 amounted to 891,000 
and 874,000, respectively, as compared with 925,000 and 
841,000 in May 1939, and 731,000 and 827,000, respectively, 
in June 1938. During the three months ended June 1939 
the tonnage of vessels that entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted, respectively, to 2,685,000 and 2,527,000, as com- 
pared with 2,228,000 and 2,355,000 in the corresponding 
period of the preceding year.

UNITED KINGDOM—UNION OF 
SOUTH AFRICA 
AGREEMENT FOR RECIPROCAL EXEMPTION 
FROM INCOME TAX OF CERTAIN PROFITS 
ARISING THROUGH AGENCIES 


An Agreement between His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom and His Majesty’s Government in the 
Union of South Africa was signed on 20 July 1939 provid- 
ing for reciprocal exemption from income tax in certain 
cases of profits or gains arising through an agency. 

Under the Agreement His Majesty’s Government in the 
Union undertake that any profits or gains from the sale of 
goods, other than things in action and money, arising, 
whether directly or indirectly, through an agency in the 
Union to a person who is resident in the United Kingiiom 
and is not resident in the Union, unless the profits or gains 
either 

(a) arise from the sale of goods from a stock in the 
Union, or 
(v) accrue directly or indirectly through any branch or 
management in the Union, or through an agency 
in the Union where the agent has and habitually 
exercises a general authority to negotiate and 
conclude contracts, 
shall be exempted from income tax (including super tax) 
chargeable hy the Union in respect of the 1938 taxation 
period and fiscal periods ending therein, and thereafter. 

The Agreement further provides for the exemption from 
income tax (including super tax) of an agent in the Union 
through whom sales or transactions are carried .out on 
behalf of a person resident in the United Kingdom and not 
resident in the Union, in respect of profits or gains arising 
to that person from those sales or transactions if such 
agent— 

(2) is not an authorised person carrying on the regular 
agency of that non-resident person, or

(b) is a broker or general commission agent who, not- 
withstanding that he acts regularly for that non- 
resident person as broker or general commission 
agent, is a person who carries on bona fide the 
business of a broker or general commission 
agent in the Union and carries out the said sales 
or transactions on behalf of that non-resident 
person in the ordinary course of his business as 
broker or general commission agent for remunera- 
tion at a rate not less than that customary in 
the class of business in question. 

His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom give 
similar undertakings in respect of profits or gains arising 
from the sale of goods through an agency in the United 
Kingdom to a person resident in the Union of South Africa 
and not resident in the United Kingdom. 

The word ‘ person”’ includes for the purposes of the 
Agreement ‘‘ any body of persons corporate or not cor- 
porate,’’? and a body corporate is regarded as resident in 
the United Kingdom or the Union of South Africa if its 
business is managed and controlled in the former or latter 
country respectively. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—BRAZIL 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 971, dated 7 July, which contains the text of a 
preliminary Trade Agreement concluded between the Gov- 
ernments of the Union of South Africa and Brazil by an 
exchange of notes, dated 18 April 1939. 

The Agreement provides for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment in respect of imported products, excep- 
tion being made, however, in respect of any special privi- 
leges accorded by the Union of South Africa to the British 
Empire or by Brazil to any adjoining countries. 

The Agreement came into force on 18 April 1939, and, if 
ratified, will remain in force until superseded by a more 
comprehensive commercial agreement or until the expira- 
tion of three calendar months from the date on which notice 
of termination is given by either Government.

MONOPOLY CONTROL OF ANIMALS AND 
ANIMAL PRODUCTS 


A Proclamation dated 23 June 1939, effective as from 
1 July 1939, gives notice that the following types of animals 
and animal products are subject to legal restriction within 
the scope of the Reich Monopoly for Animals and Animal 
Products :— 
1. Cattle, including calves; sheep and pigs (Tariff Nos. 
103, 104 and 106), except: 
(a) Cattle and sheep, in as far as according to 
the Notes to Nos. 103 and 104 of the 
Tariff facilities are provided for imports 
for breeding and domestic purposes ; 
(b) Cattle, including calves; pigs and sheep, bred 
within Germany. 


2. Guts, stomachs and animal bladders, except isinglass 


(ex Tariff No. 157); guts, stomachs and animal 
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bladders obtained within the German Customs terri- 
tory are exempted. 


3. Meat extract and broth tablets, soup tablets, liquid 
and condensed broth, meat pepton falling under 
Tariff No. 113, even imported in airtight recep- 
tacles and thus falling under Tariff No. 219; similar 
products obtained within the German Customs 
territory are exempted. 


Other matters dealt with are the Taking-over Certificates 
and the Monopoly Tax. 

A translation of the Proclamation may be seen by persons 
interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of 30 June 1939 con- 
tains two similar Orders (Nos. T.V.1 and T.V.2) prohibiting 
as from 1 July 1939 the use and manufacture for use in 
Germany, Austria and the Sudeten territories of certain 
articles containing cotton and linen. 

The following is a translation of the Order T.V.1, and of 
the Proclamations regarding the articles affected by both 
Orders :— 


OrveR T.V.1 REGARDING THE MANUFACTURE AND USE oF 
ARTICLES CONTAINING COTTON 


By virtue of the Decree regarding trade in goods of 
4 September 1934, as amended by the Decree of 28 June 
1937 and later orders and decrees the following regulations 
are issued on the instructions of the Minister for Economic 
Affairs: 


Paragraph 1 
Description, Duty of Marking 


(1) Products containing cotton within the meaning of this 
Order are all spinning materials, yarns and manufactures 
of yarns which contain real cotton, cotton waste, linters or 
cotton shoddy. 

(2) Manufacturers of products containing cotton are 
obliged to insert in their confirmations of orders and 
accounts, as a material part thereof, a notice from which it 
is clear as to whether the products contain cotton or not. 


Paragraph 2 
Prohibition on Manufacture and Use 


(1) The manufacture and use of products containing 
cotton are forbidden for certain goods. 


(2) The competent Control Boards will from time to time 
give notice as to which goods come under the prohibition. 

(3) In so far as products containing cotton have up to the 
present been used in the manufacture of these goods, an 
evasion by the use of spinning materials, yarns or manu- 
factures of yarns which contain wool including shoddy or 
flax fibres or waste of any sort is not allowed. 

Paragraph 3 
Printing Prohibition 

The printing of fabrics containing cotton is forbidden. 
Goods on Lists L.24, D.30 and F.36 of the Cotton Control 
Board are excepted in so far as they are declared as vital, 
also printed. 


Paragraph 4 
Temporary Regulations, 


(1) From the date of the entry into force of this Order 
the provisions of paragraphs 2 and 3 are to be adhered 
to in the manufacture and issue of samples. 

(2) For the carrying-out of orders which have been 
accepted before the publication of the prohibitions, pro- 
ducts containing cotton may be used, but only so far as the 
delivery of these goods is possible within three months from 
the date of such publication. 

(3) New contracts for the purchase or delivery of products 
containing cotton, the manufacture and use of’ which is 
forbidden, may only be entered into if they concern manu- 
factures which are already made or in process of manufac- 
ture and which cannot otherwise be used. The delivery of 
these goods must also take place within three months from 
the date of the prohibition of the manufacture and use of 
the goods in question.

Exceptions 

(1) The provisions of this Order do not apply to goods 
which are directly or indirectly exported. 

(2) The Control Board for Cotton Yarns and Fabrics may 
grant exemptions from the provisions of this Order. . .

(3) A permit of exemption from the provisions of this 
order is only valid when it is explicitly given in writing. 
The mere issue of a purchasing permit does not form a 
release from the provisions of this Order.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that by virtue of recent Royal Decrees the 
existing restrictions on the importation of the following 
goods into the Netherlands have been prolonged as follows:

IMPORTATION OF COTTON TEXTILES INTO 
ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE 


H.M. eee at Lisbon has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Decree Law (No. 29772), dated 22 July and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Diario do Governo”’ of the same date, which 
lays down regulations regarding the importation into 
Angola and Mozambique of cotton textiles not originating 
in Portugal. The object of the decree is to prevent specu- 
lative operations pending the setting up of Import Regu- 
lating Committees in the colonies in question. 

The decree lays down that, until the Import Regulating 
Committees of Angola and Mozambique are established, 
previous authorisation from the Governor of the colony is 
required for all imports into those colonies of cotton tex- 
tiles, in the piece or made up, which are not manufactured 
in Portugal; and also for all contracts for the purchase of 
foreign textiles by colonial importers made subsequent to 
the publication of the decree. Authorisation may be re- 
fused in respect of contracts signed after 24 June 1939. 

Importers are allowed fifteen days in which to declare all 
contracts already made up to the date of publication of the 
decree. 

The exportation from Portugal ‘to the colonies of cotton 
textiles, in the piece or made up, which have not been 
manufactured by Portuguese industry is prohibited.

United Kingdom exporters of goods sold to Turkish 
buyers for payment through the Anglo-Turkish Clearing 
other than those for which payment is received on a ‘‘ com- 
pensation’? basis, should satisfy themselves before ship- 
ment that a sufficient portion of the quota remains unused 
to permit the clearance of the goods through the Turkish 
Customs. In this connection it should be borne in mind that 
if the available balance is small, it may be exhausted by 
other consignments already on their way to Turkey. It will 
be appreci* ated that, since goods normally take several weeks 
to arrive in Turkey from the United Kingdom, such con- 
signments may be large in the aggregate. 


SIAM 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Siamese 
Customs Notice No. 7/2482, regarding the assessment of 
duty on small quantities of articles liable to specific duties 
included in large consignments of goods chargeable under 
general ad valorem rates. 

The notice states that, in order to facilitate and expedite 
the clearance of consignments of machinery parts, motor car

parts or other goods chargeable under item 198* of the 
Tariff, among which are packed small quantities of bolts, 
nuts or other miscellaneous articles legally assessable under 
specific rates, the following special concession is hereby 
authorised. 

Importers will be allowed to enter such miscellaneous 
specific duty articles under item 198 provided that :- 

(a) The import entry contains a certification that : 

(i) The duty payable under item 198 on such 
articles is not less than the specific duty to 
which they are legally liable. 

(ii) Ail claim is abandoned to the duty so over- 
paid. 

(iii) The said articles constitute only a small 
percentage of a bona fide consignment of 
goods liable under item 198 and are im- 
ported for similar purposes. 
(b) The Director of the Import and Export Division is 
satisfied as to the correctness of the above certi- 
fication. 


URUGUAY 
REGULATIONS FOR DUTY-FREE 
IMPORTATION OF NEWSPRINT, AND THE 
CUSTOMS CLASSIFICATION OF CERTAIN 


OTHER PAPERS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Decree, 
dated 30 June 1939 and published in the ‘ Diario Oficial ”’ 
of 8 July 1939, which provides that, in order to qualify for 
duty-free importation into Uruguay, white paper for use 
exclusively in the printing of 
periodicals must bear a watermark or filigrane in the form 
of parallel straight lines, 
of 1 centimetre either way being permitted.

1 centimetres apart, an allowance 


The importation of paper bearing this watermark, when 
not intended for the uses mentioned, is prohibited, even if 
the importer is prepared to pay the respective Customs 
duties. 

Newsprint which is not white, cream or agarbanzado, 
and does not bear watermarks which might confuse it with 
the paper mentioned above, is classified under Item 176 of 
the ‘‘ Stationery ’’ Section (F) of the Tariff at a duty of 
14 per cent. (including surtaxes) on a valuation of U-14 peso 
per kilo. gross. 

Paper similar to those mentioned previously, but to be 
used for wrapping purposes, will be classified under Item 193 
of the ‘‘ Stationery ’’ Section (F) of the Tariff at a specific 
duty of 0-07 peso per kilog. net plus surtaxes amounting to 
16 per cent. on a valuation of 0-16 peso per kilog. gross, on 
condition that it bears a watermark of parallel lines 1 and 
10 centimetres apart successively, an allowance of 1 centi- 
metre either way being allowed. Paper which is smooth or 
glazed on one side only or which is specifically mentioned in 
the Tariff is exempted from this condition. — 


Newsprint in general, which is not imported under these 
conditions, will be classified under Item 193 of the 
‘ Stationery ’’ Section (F) of the Tariff. 

The Decree came into force 10 days after publication.

YUGOSLAVIA 
CONSOLIDATED TURNOVER TAX 

H.M. Repre entative at Belgrade reports that under the 
provisions of Ministerial Decree No, 44352/TIT. effective as 
from 18 July 1939, manufactures of tissues of cotton, woollen 
or other vegetable materials (ex Tariff No. 277 of the Yugo- 
slav Customs Tariff) containing over 10 per cent. of fioecho 
shall be subject to consolidated turnover tax at the rate of 
6-2 per cent. (or to a surtax of 4-2 per cent.) and also to 
luxury tax. 

Fioccho (ex Tariff No. 328 of the Yugoslav Customs 
Tariff) imported by Yugoslav spinning mills for the sole 
purpose of treatment shall be free of consolidated turnover 
tax and luxury tax.

The Patents and Designs (Limits of Time) Act, 1939, has 
now been passed and will come into operation on 14 August 
1939. 


The main purposes of the Act are to make clear, in cases 
where extensions of the periods within which certain acts 
have to be performed under the Patents and Designs Acts 
may be allowed, at what stages requests for the extensions
